SHEPHERDSVILLE, KY. | A Roman 
Catholic priest was sentenced to 10 
years in prison Wednesday for sexu- 
ally abusing two boys from a family 
he befriended years ago. 

The Rev. Daniel Clark was con- 
victed in June by a Circuit Court 
jury of two counts of sexual abuse. 
Clark, who has been jailed since his 
arrest last year, was acquitted on 
one sodomy charge. 

Judge Thomas Waller sentenced 
Clark to five years per charge. 

“We’re not going to let this die,” 
said Jodi Blair, a member of The 


Linkup, an advocacy group for 
clergy abuse victims. “He needs to 
serve the full 10 years because it’s 
obvious he’s not reformed.” 

In June, the Louisville archdi- 
ocese agreed to pay $25.7 million 
to nearly 250 people who said they 
were abused. Clark, 55, was accused 
in more than a dozen suits. 

Prosecutors said the abuse of the 
two boys took place over a four-year 
period ending in 2002. The victims, 
now 12 and 13, are brothers. Both 
testified they were abused by Clark 
in their home and on outings. 

Clark, a regular visitor to the 
boys’ home, often took them to foot- 
ball practice and skating. He denied 
that he molested the boys, (ap)

58 die, making it one 
of the worst days sinee 
Taliban was ousted 

KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN I An 
explosion ripped through a bus 
and heavy fighting erupted between 
government soldiers and Taliban 
remnants Wednesday, one of the 
bloodiest days in Afghanistan since 
U.S.-led forces ousted the hard-line 
Islamic regime. 

The bus bombing killed 15 civil- 
ians and wounded five others, three 
of them seriously. Officials were 
quick to blame al Qaeda insur- 
gents and Taliban loyalists for the 
explosion about 20 miles southeast 
of the Helmand provincial capital 
Lashkargah. Afghan officials 
have said Taliban rebels are using 
bases inside Pakistan to launch 


cross-border attacks. 

Taliban fighters have been step- 
ping up attacks over the last sever- 
al months in southern and eastern 
Afghanistan. The explosion was one 
of the deadliest incidents since a car 
bomb killed 30 people and wound- 
ed 150 others in the capital, Kabul, 
last September. 

The attacks are increasing the 
pressure on the fragile Afghan gov- 
ernment and creating an atmo- 
sphere of constant fear. 

In addition to 21 fighters killed 
in Khost province near the Pakistani 
border, two students died making a 
homemade bomb and 20 men were 
killed in a feud in southern Uruzgan 
province between rival command- 
ers both loyal to President Hamid 
Karzai’s government. 

The death toll for Wednesday 
was 58.

U.S. Sends Aid for Seaport Safety 


ROTTERDAM, NETHERLANDS I The 
United States will pay $3 million 
toward a system of radiation detec- 
tors at Europe’s largest seaport to 
help prevent nuclear materials from 
being smuggled across the Atlantic, 
the U.S. secretary of energy said 
Wednesday. 

The agreement clears the way 
for deploying devices to scan cargo 
containers going through the port, 
through which nearly six million 
containers pass each year. 


The U.S. Energy Department 
will conduct the training and pro- 
vide the equipment, which is expect- 
ed to begin arriving within a few 
months, U.S. officials said. 

The system will later be expand- 
ed with Dutch -funded equipment, 
at an eventual cost of $15 million 
to $20 million. The project is the 
latest in a series of measures by 
the United States in Rotterdam 
and other world ports following

The title pretty much tells the whole story. 
It’s almost giving Mom too much ammo to note 
that this non- sexual but adult show has raked 
in over $28 million worldwide and its creators 
have appeared (from the waist up) on “The 
Tonight Show.” 

The road to genital fame and fortune origi- 
nated down under (sorry) in Australia, where 
pals Simon Morley and David Friend discovered 
a mutual appreciation for “below- the -belt” con- 
tortions resembling, for instance, a parachute, a 
baby kangaroo, the Loch Ness Monster, or — a 
local favorite — our very own G.W. Bush.

READING I Somewhere in the bowels of 
the Pentagon, some low-rung worker 
bee surely has photocopied David 
Rees’s alt- comic strip “Get Your War 
On” with the idea of pasting it square 
to Rummy’s office door. 

Each panel reuses the same col- 
orless, detail-free, industrial-grade 
art ripped from some forgotten ’70s 
employee handbook. But in “War,” 
the office drones deliver scathing 


foreign policy analyses in South 
Park- style potty talk. 

Rees’s clip-art Dilberts are too 
jaded to shriek, “Can you believe 
these people run the country?!” 
They’d rather drily eviscerate the 
slogans of whichever bureaucrat is 
currently in the news. 

The Web -based comic received 
so many hits that it was picked up by 
Rolling Stone and collected by pub- 
lishing provocateurs Soft Skull. 

“Get Your War On” is biased, bit- 
ter, crude and intensely funny. Yet 
underneath the jaded exterior lies the 
deep hurt of a wounded patriot. 


That same hurt, anger and com- 
mon humanity helped fuel the last 
20 -odd years of D.C. punk. 

Our town nurtured Fugazi’s 
danceable protest music, the virtuo- 
sic rage of Bad Brains, Bratmobile’s 
riot-grrrl revolution, Henry Rollins 
and Foo Fighter Dave Grohl. 

Mark Anderson helped channel 
that energy as the founder of Positive 
Force D.C., and Mark Jenkins cov- 
ered the scene for The Washington 
Post, NPR and Washington City 
Paper. Their history, “Dance of 
Days: Two Decades of Punk in the 
Nation’s Capital,” documents one 
front of a movement that spread 
around the world. 

But such music could have 
bloomed nowhere else but the 
beautiful, blighted seat of U.S.

Before long they’re contribut- 
ing songs to Michael Jackson, Jill 
Scott and Bilal and working on their 
Dreamworks debut, “Floetic.”

Yet Marsha Ambrosius and 
Natalie Stewart eagerly destroy 
any hint of pretension or indus- 
try-manufacture. 

Their earthy, natural beauty is 
of the same class as Scott or Macy 
Gray. They describe their sound 
simply as “soul,” eschewing “neo-” 
or “urban” or any other buzzword 
seemingly engineered by a market- 


ing department. 

They also call the shots, in the 
studio and on the stage, where 
they’re very much into hot, live 
musicians and the chemistry 
between them, rather than pro- 
grammed backing tracks. 

No wonder they found a home 
amid Philadelphia’s thriving soul 
scene, epicenter of the OkayPlayer 
superstars, which include Erykah 
Badu, D’Angelo and Jaguar Wright, 
among others.

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Meet the New Master 


Mikhail Bulgakov’s 
satirical masterpiece 
is the talk of the town 

STAGE I Mikhail Bulgakov learned 
to dance with the Devil, or more 
precisely, Joseph Stalin, over the 
course of his writing career under 
the Soviet regime. Bulgakov’s 
play, “The White Guard,” found 
favor with Stalin, which spared 
the subversive playwright from 
arrest or execution. 

That didn’t save his wittily satir- 
ical writings from censorship and 
outright suppression. With no hope 
for publication, and having com- 
posed to a new sharpness, Bulgakov 
threw his most pointed manuscript, 
“The Master and Margarita,” into 
the fire. 

Yet his need to tell the tale of the 
Devil’s springtime visit to Moscow 
compelled him to rewrite in secret. 
In a city that has no use for Heaven 


nor Hell, the Devil invites his crew 

— a vodka- swilling cat, a comely 
vampire and an oily demon — to 
help stir things up. 

The novel remained unpub- 
lished during the author’s lifetime, 
but erupted into the public imag- 
ination in 1967, when it inspired 
Muscovites to memorize entire 
passages and to joyfully quote the 
novel’s most famous and histori- 
cally fraught line, “Manuscripts 
don’t burn.” 

Now Rorschach Theatre brings 
the adaptation of this satirical 
fantasy to the stage. The action 
switches between Soviet Moscow 

— where the Master wrestles with 
both his great novel and his beloved 
Margarita — and Jerusalem, as 
Pontius Pilate struggles with the 
decision to execute an innocent 
man. The Devil moves between 
the two eras, doing deals in both. 
Apparently, Rorschach has done its 
own deal with the Devil, to judge

The landmark album finds the 
adventurous DJs placing neck-snap- 
ping breakbeats alongside Glen 
Campbell’s “Rhinestone Cowboy”— 
where DJ P reworks the chorus into 
“Rhinestone B-Boy,” referring to his 
breakdancing prowess. 

DJ P’s atypical style first hit a 
national stage at 1999’s DMC USA 
DJ battles, where he bodaciously 
blended rap beats with Bruce 
Hornsby and shocked onlook- 


ers by breakdancing during his 
routine. Though he remains an 
underground artist, DJ P’s profile 
is rising through a live trek with 
hip -hop -influenced rockers 311.
